ning of this Parliament, are remembred in.ſo ſenſible 
expreflions - And that other which acknowledgeth 
the many gaod' Lawes paſled by Our Grace and Fa- 
your this Parliament, for the ſecuritie of Our people ; 
Of which Wee ſhall onely ſay thus. much, That: as We 
have not refuſed to paſse any Bill preſented to Us by 
Our parliament, for redreſse of thoſe Grievances men- 
tioned in the Remonſtrance, ſo Wee have. not had a 


greater Motive for the paſsing thoſe Lawes then Our 


own reſolution (grounded upon Our obſervation, and 
underſtanding. the State. of Our. Kingdome) to have 


freed Our Subjects for the future, from thoſe preſsures 
> which were grievous to them if thoſe Lawes hadnot 
bene propounded, which therefore Wee ſhall as

haply bee, not onely as Ours here eſtabliſhed may bee. 
invaded by the Romiſh partie, but as it is accompanied 
with ſome Ceremonies, at which ſometender Conſcien- - 
ces really are, orpretend tobe fcandalized; for of any 0-- 
ther which haveheen uſed without any legall Warrant or 
:, Injundtion; and already are,or ſpeedily may be aboliſhed, . 
> Weeſhall not ſpeak, : 
© Concerning Religion, as there may bee anie ſuſ- 
= Picion of fayour or inclination 'to the Papiſts, VVe 
- Are willing to Declareto all the VVorld, That as- 
> VVee have beene from Our-childehood brought up - 
XZ 1, and practiſed the Religion now eſtabliſhed in 
2 this Kingdome ; ſoitis well knowne, we havenot (con- 
tented limplie with the Principles of Our Education )

the examination of the grounds of this Religion, as 
it is different from that of Rome, and are from Our 
ſouleſo fully ſatisfied and aflured, that it is the moſt 
pure and agreeable to the Sacred Word of God, of 
any Religion now practiſed in the Chriſtian World - 
That as WeebelceveWe can maintaine the ſame by 
unanſwerable reaſons, ſo Wee hope We ſhould readi- 
ly ſeale it by the effuſion of Our bloud, if it pleaſed 
Godtocall Us to that ſacrifice. And thereforenothing 
can bee {o acceptable unto Us, as any propoſition 


or the propagation of it abroad, being theonly means 
trodraw downe a bleſfing from God uponour ſelves, 


fortunate, if this profeſſion of Ours bee wanting to 


{on, having alwayes been ( without oſtentation) asmwuch 
to the evidence of Ourcare and duty herein, as We could 
poſſibly tell how to expreſle. . 
For differences among(t our ſelves, for matters in- 
different in their owne nature concerning Religion, 
Wee ſhall, intendernefieto any number of Our loving 
Subjects, very willingly comply with the adviceofOur 
Parliament, that ſome Law may bee made for the ex- 
emprion af tender conſciencesfrom puniſhment, or pro- 
ſecution for ſuch Ceremonies, and in ſuch caſes which 
by the judgement of moſt men, are held to be matters 
indifferent, and of ſameto bee abſolutely unlawfull, 
Provided that this caſe beattempted, and purſued with 
that modeſty, temper and ſubmiſſion, thatinthe meane 
time the peace and quiet ofthe Kingdome he- not diſtur- 
bcd, the decencie and comelineſle of Gods ſervice dif- 
countenanced, 
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givena good proportion of Our time and paines, ta 


which may contribute to the. advancement of it here, 


 andthis Nation. And Wee have bcene extreamly un- 


Our people - Our conſtant praiſe in Our owne Per-

countenanced, nor the-pious, ſober,. and devout aQi- 
ons of thoſe Reverend Perſons, who.were the firſt la. 
bourers inthe blefled Reformation, or of that time, bee 
ſcandal'd and defamed. For Wee cannot without griefe 
of heart, and without ſometax upon Our Selfe, and Our 
Miniſters for thenotexecution of Our Laws, looke up: 
onthe bold Licence of ſome men, in Printing of Pam. ” 
phlers, in Preaching and printing of Sermons, ſo- full of 
bitterneſſe and malice againſt the preſent Government, a- 
oainſt the Lawes eſtabliſhed, ſo full of ſedirionagainſt 
Our Self, and the peace of the Kingdome, that Wee are 
many times amazed toconſider by what eyes theſe things 
a areſcenc; and by what cares they are heard : And there. 
fore Weehave good cauſe to command, as Wee have 
done, and hereby doe, all Our Judges and Miniſters of. 
- Juſtice, Our Atturney and Sollicitor Generall,- and the 
>, reſtofOurlearned Councel, to proceed with all ſpeed a- 
+ gainſt ſuch, and their Abettors, who either by writing 
*® or words, have ſo boldly and maliciouſly violated the 
; Laws, diſturbed thepeace of the Common: wealth ;and, 
as much asinthemlies, ſhaken the very foundation up- 
» on which that peace and happinefſcis founded and con- 
-* ftiruted. And Wee doubt not but all Our loving Sub- 
jets, witl beevety ſeffible chat this buſie, virulent de: 
-» meannour,isafit Prologue 'to nothing but confuſion ;: 
= andifnotvery ſeafohably. putiſhed and prevented, will 
; not onely beablemiſh to that wholſome accomodation 
Wee intend, butan unſpeakable ſcandall and impuration, . 
even uponthe profeflion and Religion of this our King- 
dome of England.

Wedeparted from in the conſenting to the Bills of the 
\Trienniall varliament, for the continuance of this preſent © & 
Parliament, and:in the preamble to the Bill of Tunnage F# 
and Poundage; thematter of which having begot lo many F# 
difturbances1nlate Parliaments, Wee were willing to re- 
move, that no intereſt of Ours might hereafter breakthat 
correſpondence, abundantly contenting Our Self withan 
Aſſurance ( which we ſtill have) that weſhould be repair- 
ed and ſupplyed by a juſt proportionof confidence, boun- 
tie,and obedience of Our People. Ilnthe Bills for the ta- 
king away the High Commiſsion and Star- Chamber 
Courts,We beleeved We had given that reall ſatisfaQion, 
that all jcaloufies and apprehenſions of Arbitrary preſ- 
ſures under the Civil or Eccleftaſticall ſtate, would eaſily 
have been abandoned, eſpecially when they ſaw all poſ- 
ſible doubts ſecured by the viſitation ofa Trienniall Par. 
liaments, _ Re | 

Theſe, and others of no meane conſideration, Wee had 
ratherſhould be yalued in the hearts and affetions of Our 
people, then in any mention of Our owne, not doubt. : 
ing; butas Wee have taken all theſe occafions to render - + 
their condition moſt comfortable and happie,ſo they wil | 
alwayes ina gratefull and dutifull relation, be ready with 
equall tenderneſſeand alacrity,to advance Our rights,and 
preſerye Our Honour,upon which their own ſecurity and 
ſubſiſtance ſo much depends. And we will be {o carefſull- 
that no particular ſhall be preſented unto 1Js for thecom<

benefit ofthem from 1Js ) Certainly no ill deſigneupon 
the Publike can accompany ſuch Reſolutions, neither 
will there begreatcauſe of ſuſpition of any perſons pre- 
ferred by Us to degrees of Honour, and places of truſt. 
and imployment ſincethis Parliament. - And Wee muſt 
confeſle,that amongſt Ourmisfortunes, We reckon it not 
theleaſt, That having not retained in Our Service, nor 
protected any one Perſon, againſt whom Our Parliament 
hath excepted, during the wholefitting of it, and having 
in all thattime ſcarce youchfafed to any manan inſtance 
_ of Our Grace and Favour, butto ſuch who wereunder 
{ome eminent CharaRer of Eſtimation amongſt Our peo- 
ple, there ſhould ſoſoone bee any miſunderſtanding or | 
zealouſie of their fidelity and uprightneſſe, eſpecially in a 
time when Wee take all occaſions to declare, That Wee 
conceive OUr ſelf onely capable of being ſerved by honeſt 
men,and in honeſt wayes. How ever, if in truth We.have 
been miſtaken in ſuch Our eleCtion, the particular ſhall be 
no ſoon-rdiſcovered to Us, either by Our own obſerya- 
tion, or other certain information, then Wee will leave

peationand neceflity there requires, though for Our 
part, as we did upon the firſt notice acquaint Our Parlia-. 
ment of Scotland ( where We then were ) with that re- 
bellion, requiring their aid and affiſtance, and gave like 
ſpeedy intimationand recommendation to Our Parlia- 
ment here : ſo ſince Our returne hither, Wee have beene 
forward to all thingswhictrhaveibeen propoſed to 1Js 
towards that warke, and have lately Our Selfe offered 
(by a Meſlage to Our Houſe of Peeres, and communica- 
ted to Our Houſe of Commons )- to take upon Us the 
careto raiſe ſpeedily ten- thouſand Englith V otuntiers for 
that ſervice, if the Houſe of Commons ſhall declarethat 
they will pay them - which. particulars Wee are (ina 
manner) neceſſitated to publiſh, fince Wee are informed. 
that themalice offome perſons hath whiſpered it abrgad. 
That the no-ſpeedier advancing of this buſinefie hath 
proceeded from ſome want of alacritie in Us to this great 
worke, whereas We acknowledgeita high crime againſt 
Almighty Gad, and inexcuſableto Our good Subjets of- 
OurthreeKingdomes,if Wedid nottothe utmoſt imploy: 
all Our powers and faculties tothe ſpeedieſt and moſt cf: 
f:Quall aſſiſtance and proterion of that diſtrefled people.
